(hot ihey are purtu&scly and syateinslically 

scatlcred and iniermmgled ihrough in HOO 

pages, so as thoy defy a clear idea of the 
nclunl expenditure in any one year boing 
obtained, end lhat tho pWesscd abstract is 
not a true abstract. , (Hear, hear) 

The abore, we should thiok, would be enough 
to sink any administration, but we will furnish 
another extract from Mr. Browo'i speech, to 
show tbe duplicity, almobt amoooling to koa. 
rery, ol lie finance Minister. Mr. CeyU-y 
appears to bate grown. more bold and reckless 
during 1857 than erer, ar.d has eren gone 
back to aUlutes passed in 1852, during Hi'ock's 
rei°n, end Issued debentures to fill bis empty 
chest, aod for ougbl we can tell, pay bis elec- 
tion expenses down at Ottawa. The whole 
state of our finances arc in an alarming condi- 
tion. But we will give the extract referred 
to, and allow our readers to judge for them 

selves :— 

11 The next matter to nbicb I desire special- 
ly to direct tbe attention ol tbe House, is the 
Uhilokure made ia the Committee of Public 
Accounts, ss to tbe remarkable manaer in 
which tbe Inspector General has found ways 
and means, during the last three year*, of, car- 
rying on his extravagance.

The horn gen- 
tleroan,' turning up the otd Statutes, discover- 
ed theae (vo unrepealed, and coolly proceed- 
ed to fill bis empty chest, by money borrowed 
under tbe aulborily of these Acts!

geotlemao** predecessor had paid off the £146,- 
000 of public debt — he was authorized lo is- 
sue new debentures for the amount, but did 
not use the privilege, and the debt was perma- 
nently reduced te that amouot, . ' Wfaai does 
the bon- Inspector Genersl but rake up this 
old transaction aod issue £146,000 of deben- 
tures on the strength of ibis reduction effected 
years before .be took office I (Hear, hear.) 
Nay, sir, Will tbe House believe, that to cover 
over, if possible, his mad extravagance, ihe 
ban. gentleman actually raked up Ihe Old He-' 
bellion Losses Bill of 1849, and issued £66,- 
000 of Rebellion Losses Debentures in 1857, 
uoder its authority. (Hear, bear.) 1 need 
birdly tell the House that every aixpe&ee of 
the Rebellion claims was paid aeveral years 
before tbe bon. gentleman look office. Tbe 
public chest was full, and debentures were not 
needed lo meet the claims, aod only a small 
porttoa were mued. And what is the bon. 
gentleman's defeate for these proceedings! — 
Why he' sajs the Acts wera unrepealed — that 
be bad a right lo use them— lhat ibe thing ia 
legal. 1 snail not deny, sir, that lite deben- 
tures used even in such a wanner are legs!— 
but I do say that tbe issuing of tbem by ihe 
hon. gentleman was the very opposition of a 
correct set— lhat it was a trick utterly unwor- 
thy ol any man in hia posilion— aod one tLat 
should cast down the severest censure of this 
Houie.
